present, including the critical period of 
the war, it has been necessary but twice 
to borrow money on tho bonds of the 
state to pay official salaries.

Tho first instance was in 18S6 and the 


second in 1894. The amount borrowed 
in 1SS6 was $500,836, nnd iu 1896 $500,' 
000. 
At both periods the Republican' 


leaders were in full control of the state 
government aud the legislature was 
overwhelmingly Republican.
